ARTICLE XV.
This article provide* that nona

of the powers may construct ships
for an putalde rower greater than
the limits herein prescribed.

ARTICLE XVI.
Provide* for the notification to

the other treaty powers when any
power undertakes warship con¬
struction for an outside power.

ARTICLE XVII.
Treaty powers in caae of war

shall not use tonnage which they
may be building for outside powers.

ARTICLE XVIII.
The powers pledge themselves

not to give away or transfer to
any other power warshi|>s which
may become a part of the recipi¬
ent's navy.

v ARTICLE IX.
This article provides for the

status quo with regard to Pacific
fortifications, within the limits al¬
ready laid down and published. In
the case of the United States, this
applies specifically to Guam, the
Philippines, and the Aleutian
islands, but Alaska, Hawaii, and
the Canal Zone ore not included.
The status quo applies to "Hong¬

kong and the Insular possessions
which the British Empire now

holds or may hereafter acquire in
the Pacific ocean east of the me¬
ridian 110 east longitude, except
(A) those adjacent to the coast of
Canada; (B> the commonwealth of
Australia and Its territories, and
(C) New Zealand."

In the case of Japan It applies
to the Kurlle Islands, the Bonin
Islands, the Oshima group, t.hd
Loochoo Islands, Formosa and the
Pescadores and possessions that
may hereafter be acquired.
"The maintenance of the status

quo under the foregoing provisions
Implies that no new fortifications
or naval bases shall be established
in the territories and possessions
specified; that no measures shall
be taken to Increase the existing
naval facilities for the repair and
maintenance of naval forces, and
that no Increase shall be made in
the coast defenses of the territorl>3fl
and possessions abova specified.
This restriction, however, does not
preclude such repair and replace¬
ment of worn-out weapons and
equipment as is customary in na¬
val and military establishments in
time of peace." ^

PART II.
RULES FOR SCRAPPING VES¬

SELS OF WAR.
This article provides that a ves¬

sel to be scrapped must be placed
in such condition that it cannot be
put to combatant use. and then
provides the following ways In
which this may be accomplished:

(a) Sinking.
(b) Breaking up.
(c) Use as target, not more than

one vessel to be disposed of in this
manner by each power.
France and Italy are allowed

two vessels each for training pur¬
poses.
Then follows technical defini¬

tions of "crapping and disposition
of obsolete craft, the main pro¬
vision of which is that all of it
must be started within six months
and completed wirain eighteen
months.

PART m.
REPLACEMENT.

This section of the treaty lays
down technical rules, etc., for the
replacement of ships. All retained
ships are subject to replacement
at the end of twenty years, and In
case of loss or accidental destruc¬
tion of any of the ships before that
time they may be replaced any¬
how. There are various minor ex¬
ceptions In the case of individual
powers. A series of elaborate and
Intricate charts is laid down show¬
ing just when each nation may
replace ships and in what j <ars.
Each contracting power is to no¬
tify the others when a ship is
started and finished.

PART FOUR
DEFINITIONS.

A capital ship Is defined as any
ship of more than 10,000 tons dis-

placement which carriss a run
greater than eight-inch caliber.
An aircraft carrier la defined as

a veaael of war in exoeaa of 1#.-
000 ton* designed for the specific
and exclusive purposes of carrying
aircraft.
Standard displacement la defined

aa the displacement of a ship fully
manned and equipped and ready
for sea.
Ton ia defined aa meaning tha

ton of 2.340 pounds.
CHAPTER III.

.MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS.
ARTICLE XXI.

"If during the term of the pres¬
ent treaty the requirements of na¬
tional security of any contracting
power in reapect of naval defense
are, In the opinion of that power,
materially affected by any change
of circumstances, thf contracting
powers w:ll. at the Request of Buch
power, meet in conference with a
view to the reconsideration of the
provisions of the treaty and its
amendment by'mutual agreement.

"In view of poaaible technical
and acientiflc developments, the
United States, after consultation
with the other contracting powers,
shall arrange for a conference of
all tha contracting powers which
shall convene as soon as possible
after the expiration of eight year*
from the coming Into force of the
present treaty to consider what
changes, if any, in the treaty may
be necessary to meet such develop¬
ments.

ARTICLE XXII.
Whenever any contracting power

shall become engaged in a war
which in its opinion affects tha
naval defense of its national se¬

curity, such power may after no¬
tice to the other contracting pow¬
ers suspend for the period of
hostilities its obligations under
the present treaty other than those
under Articles XIII and XVII,
provided that such power shall
notify the other contracting
powers that the emergency is of
such character as to require such
suspension.
The remaining contracting pow¬

ers shall In such case consult
together with a view to agree¬
ment as to what temporary modi¬
fications if any should be made
in the treaty as between them¬
selves. Should such consultation
not produce agreement, duly made
in accordance with the constitu¬
tional methods or the respective
powers, any one of said contract¬
ing powers may, t>y giving notice
to the other oontractlng powers,
suspend for the period of hostili¬
ties its obligations unaer the pres¬
ent treaty, other than those un¬
der Articles XII) and XVII.
On the cessation of hostilities

the contracting powers will meet
In conference to consider what
modifications, If any, should be
made In the provisions of the pres¬
ent treaty.

ARTICLE XXIIL
"The present treaty shall re-

IMC, and In case none of the con¬
tracting powers shall htvi given
notice two year* before that data
of its Intention to terminate the
treaty, It shall continue In force
until the expiration of two year*
from the date on which notioe of
termination aboil be given by one
of the contracting powers, where¬
upon the treaty shall terminate as
regards all the contracting pow¬
er* ¦ Such notice shall be com¬
municated, in writing to the Gov¬
ernment of the united States,
which shall Immediately transmit
a certified copy of the notlficat.on
to the other powers and inform
them of the date on which it was
received. The notice shall be
deemed to have been given and
shall take effect on that date. In
the event of notice of termination
being given by the Government
of the United States, such notice
shall be deemed to have been
given and shall take effect on the
date of the communlcatlOh made
to the said diplomatic representa¬
tives.
Within one year of the date on

which a notice of termination by
any power has taken effect, all
the contracting powers shall meet
in conferences.

ARTICLE XXIV.
"The present treaty shall be

ratified by the contracting powers
in accordance with their respec¬
tive constitutional methods and
shall take effect on the date of
the deposit of all the ratifications,
which shall take place at Washing¬
ton as soon as possible. The Gov¬
ernment of the United States will
transmit to the other contracting
powers a certified copy of the
procesverbal of the deposit of
ratifications.
"The present treaty, of which

the EnglUh and French texts are
both authentic, shall remain de¬
posited In the archives of the Gov¬
ernment of the United States, and
duly certified copies thereof shall
be transmitted by that Govern¬
ment to thh other contracting
powers."
